Among other actors whose
names are assoclated with the early
history of the house were Thomas J,
Hemphill, Willlam Wheatlelgh, John
Drew and John Bleeper Clarke. Mra.
John Drew took a lease of this houso
In 1861, and for thirty-one years man-
aged It with signal success and profes-
glonal honor. On May 7, 1882, she bade
farewell to management there, appear-
ing s the Widow Warren In "The Love
Chase."”
